County Convention. 


Extracts from the Public Statutes of New Hampshire. 


The County Convention shall consist of the representatives 
of the towns of the county. They shall meet on the second 
Wednesday of each biennial session of the General Court or 
other day in the same week, shall choose a chairman and 
clerk, and may adjourn as they see cause. 

The County Commissioners and Treasurer shall furnish the 
Auditors all the aid and information required by them in the 
performance of their duties. 

The County Convention shall, during each biennial session 
of the legislature, grant county taxes for its county for two 
years ; but the tax for each year shall be voted separately and 
collected in the year for which it was voted. 

The Sheriff, the Jailers, the Physicians, the Clerk of the 
Court, the Solicitor, the Treasurer, the County Commission- 
ers and the Superintendent of the County Farm, of each 
county, shall make up their report separately, to December 
thirty-first annually, and the same shall be printed together 
in pamphlet form, in the month of January following. 

The reports of the several officers named shall contain a 
summarized account of all their transactions which concern 
the county, for the current year ending aforesaid, and the 
report of the Superintendent of the County )#arm) shall coh) 
tain, in addition, a list of the paupers actually supported at 
the Farm, a statement of the number of weéks each’ was so 
supported; and the average cost per week for each: pauper; 
with an explanation of the basis upon which such calculation 
was made. 
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The County Commissioners of each county shall publish 
attested copies of the proceedings of the County Conventions, 
with the printed reports of the county officers for the year in 
which such proceedings occurred.

Commissioners. Report. 


In accordance with the requirements of the Public Statutes 
of the State of New Hampshire, the Commissioners of Rock- 
ingham County herewith submit the following report of their 
business transactions for the year ending December 31, 1904, 
together with the reports of the several other County officials. 

During the past year we have found it necessary to make 
more or less repairs upon the several County buildings, the 
most important being repairs on boiler at Portsmouth Jail, 
addition to sewer at Exeter Court House, and painting at the 
Records Building. 

The County buildings, aside from those at the Farm, are in 
good condition, and only slight repairs will be necessary as oc- 
casion requires. 

The County Farm is still under the efficient care of Norman 
H. Bean and his mother. Here we have made quite exten- 
sive repairs in plumbing, by substituting modern and up-to- 
date fittings for those that were old and practically useless. 

We have also continued substituting steel ceiling for plas- 
tering wherever repairs have been necessary. 

The State has relieved the County of seventeen insane pa- 
tients, and the wooden Asylum has been torn down, and we 
propose to build an extensive hennery from the material con- 
tained inthe building, the labor being furnished mainly by the 
prisoners. 

A new water system has been introduced and gives entire 
satisfaction. A thirty thousand gallon tank has been erected 
upon a seventy-five foot steel tower, situated upon a knoll 
about one thousand feet south of the buildings. An 
eight-inch main pipe has been laid, with which seven hy- 
drants are connected. One pump is connected with the well 
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and another with the pond, so that in case of fire both pumps 
can be used in unison. With the hydrant pressure alone a 
stream of water can be turned on to the highest part of any 
building. We have also purchased a hose reel, which we 
have suitably housed, and built a small house over the main 
hydrant which is always connected with two hundred feet of 
hoze and nozzle, ready for immediate use at all times. By 
this system we think the buildings are well protected from 
fire. 

At the present time the County is supporting seventy-seven 
children in public institutions and private families. We have 
found permanent homes for several children’in good families, 
and wish to thank Mrs. Ellla L. Follansby for valuable assist- 
ance rendered in this direction. 

We have received from the License Commissioners 
$23,588.99, which is in the Treasurer’s hands. 

The court bills and Sheriff’s fees have been unusually large, 
partly caused by the enforcement of the license law, and part- 
ly on account of the Brigham murder. 

The financial standing of the County will be found in the . 
reports of the Treasurer and Auditors, and we are pleased to 
note a substantial balance in the hands of the Treasurer. 

In conclusion we wish to thank all citizens and officials for 
their assistance to us in the discharge of our duties.

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Physician's Report. 


Eprinc, N. H., January 4, 1905. 
To the Honorable Board of Commissioners of Rockingham 


County: 


I have the pleasure of making the following report of the 
medical department, vital statistics and sanitary condition of 
the County Institution at Brentwood for the year ending Dec. 
31st, 1904. 

Inthe early spring an epidemic of influenza, severe and 
general, prevailed. Nearly all the employees were afflicted. 
Among the older and infirm several deaths occurred from the 
accompanying pneumonia. 

With this exception the general condition of the inmates 
has been as usual; with as ever a large number on the invalid 
or sick list. 

For them everything has been done and provided that I 
have suggested ; thanks to the Board and those in charge. 

A large number of surgical cases have arisen or been ad- 
mitted, which have demanded a great amount of redressing. 
This has been skilfully and cheerfully performed, chiefly by 
Mr. Parshley and others under his direction. 

Several important changes have been made. For many 
years a little, narrow room with one window answered 
for a consultation and drug room combined. Instead a larger 
room for consultation and minor surgery, with a smaller one 
in the rear as a dispensary, have been equipped in the Asylum 
Building and admirably suit their purposes. 

The plumbing on ground floor of male side has been re- 
placed by new and better. The time-honored wood stove in 
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the infection ward over the Jail has given place to a steam 
radiator, adding to both the safety and comfort of all con- 
cerned. The old wooden Asylum, disused for over a year, 
has been taken down and is being rebuilt into a modern hen- 
nery, which assures us that the unsightly old coops that have 
so long marred the view and polluted the water of the pond, 
will speedily disappear also. 

Last but most important is the new water system. It con- 
sists of a tank larger than ‘the former, supported by a steel 
tower seventy-five feet high, situated on a hill in the field well 
out of the danger of becoming disabled should all the build- 
ings be on fire at one time. Hydrants are conveniently situa- 
ted about the place. From one, near the flagstaff, to which 
the hose is always attached, one man, unaided, can in less than 
a minute, send a stream onto or over any building. A lot of 
new hose, improved nozzles and a hose cart have been pro- 
vided and suitably housed. By these means not only the 
property but the inmates more especially are better protected 
from fire than ever before. 

Such has been the zeal and devotion of the Superintendent 
and Matron, and their assistants, that nothing remains to be 
desired in that direction. 

To them all Iam sincerely grateful for hearty co-operation 
in my work there and for innumerable personal favors.

Miss Ada G. White, a Christian Science teacher and read- 
er, and the ladies associated with her, have continued during 
the year to hold religious services at the Jail each Sunday, and 
every Wednesday they meet there for the purpose of giving 
religious instruction to the inmates. These ladies are very 
zealous and manifest much interest in this work; their efforts 
appear to be well received by some of the prisoners, while 
the wholesome and instructive reading matter contributed by 
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them, and other citizens, has given an opportunity to all for 
improvement in what otherwise would have been tedious, idle 
hours. Good reading matter is always in demand at the Jail. 

In closing this report I desire to say that I fully concur with 
the Jail Physician in his recommendation regarding the fitting 
up of the room on the third floor. This would be a great 
improvement and convenience in various ways, as I have fully 
explained in previous reports, and I have no doubt it will 
eventually be done.

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The cases last numerated are all in order for trial at the 
April term; the others have been finally disposed of. 

The October Grand Jury pay-roll amounted to $1,442.12, 
that is to say, it took this amount from the County Treasury 
to pay witness fees of witnesses before justice and police courts 
and before the October Grand Jury; officers’ fees in the same 
courts and before the Grand Jury and Justice fees of the lower 
courts.

There have been the usual small number of appeals from 
police courts and justices of the peace, and a large number of 
private complaints in the various towns in the County, which 
we have handed over to the Sheriff’s department for the prompt 
attention which matters in that department always receive.
